Jam es Squires, Seven Year Old West 
Brainerd Boy, Regains Con­ 
sciousness at Hospital 


STRUCK NEAR BRIDGE 


Severn Anderson, High School Junior, 
Held to Juvenile Court for 
Leaving Accident 


Jam es Squires, seven year old son 
of Mr. and Mrs 
Byron H 
Squires, 
W est Brainerd, was given an even J 
chance for his life at the St. Joseph's J 
hospital today w here he was taken 
yesterday at 4:15 p. rn. after being 
struck by a car driven by a 16 year 
old high schcol junior w-ho left the 
scene of the accident, ten feet east of 
the Mississippi river bridge on Laurel 
street, returned later, but failed to re­ 
port to the city police. 
The Squires boy is reported as still 
in a serious condition. 
He was taken 
to the hospital in an unconscious con­ 
dition and failed to regain conscious­ 
ness until 8 a. rn today. 
X-Rays taken this m orning were be­ 
ing read this afternoon to determ ine 
the full extent of injuries. 
The p h y ­ 
sician attending reported that a skull 
fracture was likely to be found in the 
examination. 
The severe head blew 
suffered caused the right side of the 
young boy’s body to become paralyzed. 
H e has also lost his speech. 
The phy­ 
sician, however, gave out hope that 
the boy would recover completely. 
Severn 
Anderson, 
residing 
eight 
miles west of Brainerd, w-as detained 
by Chief of Police Thomas J. Tem ­ 
pleton from his classroom at the hign 
school this m orning for questioning in 
connection with the accident. 
Trio 
youth adm itted being the driver of 
the car. 
He gave as the reason for 
his failure to stop th a t he considered 
cars were not allowed to stop on the 
bridge. 
Anderson who is said by his 
teachers as being one of the brightest 
boys in his class will be brought be­ 
fore Judge K inder in juvenile court. 
Inform ation as to the accident was 
secured by Chief Templeton from Wal 
tor Layton, 20 years old, 207 Florence 
street, West Brainerd. 
The 
young 
m an 
was 
driving 
a 
wagon loaded with hay hay east on 
L aurel street to a custom er in south­ 
east 
Brainerd, 
had 
talked 
to 
the 
.Squires boy only a few- minutes earlier 
and was a few- feet from the accident 
w hen it happened. 
According to his 
story 
the 
Squires 
boy 
was 
struck 
about ten feet east of the Mississippi 
river bridge on his way home from the 
Riverside school as he was crossing 
, 
th e street east of the bridge to go to 
the Robert Bogganstos home where he 
and his m other were living, his father 
being employed at Duluth. The cat- 
driven west on Laurel street by And­ 
erson struck the boy and threw him 
approxim ately 20 feet, Layton said. 
So sudden and hard was the impact 
th a t the boy’s shoes cam e off his fe<*(. 
L ayton’s story told at police head­ 
quarters this m orning follows: 
“I was driving a load of hay east of 
Laurel street. 
Saw the Squires boy 
first at the west end of the bridge and 
asked him if he wanted a ride. 
He 
told me he was going back to the 
Riverside school. 
I crossed the bridge 
and was practically on the spur track 
on the east end of the bridge when a 
F ord car passed. 
I heard a sudden 
impact, a. cry, looked around and saw 
th a t young Squires was hit. 
I got 
down from the rig and wont over ‘o 
him.

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Jerusalem, Holy Spot to Three Faiths 


JE R U SA L E M , Holy City to adherents of three r e l i g i o u s faiths, 
and recently the scene of bloody riots between Jews and Arabs, in 
described in a bulletin from the National Geographic society which 
quotes a communication to the society from Major Edward Keith- 
Roach, O. B. E., deputy district commissioner of Jerusalem divi­ 
sion of Palestine. 
“The capital of the land of three faiths remains unique, main­ 
taining its position not by towering skyscrapers, Byzantine art, 
or Roman architecture, but by sheer personality,” says Major 
Keith-Roach. 
“Centuries of religious fervor, of pilgrimage, of 
historical event, of great actions, have given it distinction. 
“Almost as sacred in the eyes of the Moslems as are Mecca 
and Medina, Jerusalem is a place of pilgrimage for the Moslem 
world. For the Jewish people it is the city of cities, toward which 
their thoughts ever turn. It is the first city Christians hear of at 
their mother’s knee. 
“Jerusalem stands upon two hills, with a slope to the east, 
facing the sunrise and the desert. 
Ravines have determined the 
limits of the city on the east, south and west. 
Northward the 
country is more open and the ancient city tended lo sprawl in this 
direction. 
Today the old, gray-walled city of minarets, towers 
and flat roofs dotted with domes is being encompassed by a New 
Jerusalem, a striking contrast of red roofs, but the valley on its 
three sides will keep the modern encroachments at a respectful 
distance. 
“Jerusalem is now, as always, a city of many tongues. 
In 
the last census 29 linguistic groups were recorded. 
“A remarkable feature of the Holy City is that, although 
each of three communities has its own weekly day of rest, the city 
itself never has one, and every day some shops are open. 
“In a modern city, one meets people daily for years without 
knowing their religious beliefs. 
This is impossible in Jerusalem. 
Be he occidental or oriental, every man’s religion is known to all 
and also the fidelity with which he carries out the obligations im­ 
posed by his faith. 
The religious festivals bring their own pa­ 
geantry to the city. 
“One of the most interesting sights in Jerusalem is encoun­ 
tered when we descend the steps from the Dome of the Rock and 
enter an old vaulted building which overlooks the Wailing wall. 
Through a barred window, in deep shadows, we see the ancient 
wall. 
A chorus of lamentations beats the air like the wave roar 
of a distant sea, but from time to time a staccato voice, rising 
above the others, carries a sound of pulsating, throbbing, poig­ 
nant sorrow. The voices die away, but each time a fresh burst of 
lamentation echoes through the vaulted room.” 
The famous wall is a remnant 60 feet high that has served as 
a buttress of the old temple area since the middle ages. 
The holy 
site of the temple itself has been in the hands of the Moslems since 
the last crusaders left Jerusalem ; and the fragment of the old 
temple wall marked the nearest approach that Jews were permit­ 
ted to make to the old temple area of Solomon. 
Therefore, this 
wall was selected by the Jews as a place at which to lament the 
overthrow of Jewish nationalism and the loss of the area sacred 
to their religion.

T he telephone flourishes in the t inted States. 
Out of a total of 30,990,304 telephones in the entire world on 
January I, 1928, the United States possessed 18,522,767, or ap­ 
proximately 60 per cent. On, the same date Europe had 8,623, IOT 
telephones, which is less than one-half the number iii the United 
States and about 28 per cent of the world’s total. 
Sixty-nine per cent of the telephones in the world are under 
private ownership. The United States, where all telephone service 
is operated by private companies, is the leading country of the 
world not only in the absolute number of telephones, but in rela­ 
tive telephone development as well, with 15.8 telephones for each 
TOO people. 
This is nearly IO times as many telephones per IOO 
population as there were in Europe, or in the world as a whole. 
The only country which was close to the United States in point of 
telephone density was Canada with 13.2 telephones per IOO of its 
inhabitants.
